WHAT MOORE HAS DONE.

8till another inventor In the direction
of the production of cold light is & voung
electrical englneer. Mr, D. McFarlan
Moore, whope exhibition of the new sys-
tem of llghting attracted «» much at-
tention at the New Yerk Electrical ex-
nosition, and it Is sald that the resulte
secured by him and demonstrated at
the exposition were the means of spur-
ring on the older Investizators, Fdison
and Tesla. His publle experiments
proved even more popular than the X
ray exhibit,

Mr. Moore recently appeared before
the Amerienn Institute of Electrienl En-
gineers, and for the first time In the his-
tory of electrical sclence lighted the
hall of the Institute with his vacuum
tubes, were In all twenty-seven
tubes, each weven feet, uix Inches long
by one and three-fourths fnches In dia-
mater, each taking one-elghth ampere,
at 450 volts, & fraction over &6 watts for
each or a total of two horse-power for
the entire number. This approaches
very nearly the eficlency of the present
incandescent lighting, as the hall on
this occasion was almost as well lighted
as when llluminated by the usual twen-
ty-seven Incandepcent lamps. This
system, which attracted conslderable
In the seclentific world generally, was
considered a great advance In the nel-
ence of vacuum tube lighting, but gince
then hoth Mr. Edison and Mr Tesla have
announced still greater improvements.
This system employs rapldly disrupted
currents of any voltage. The novelty
of the system conelsts In the means
adopted for obtaining rapld dis-
ruption of the curtent, by what
the Inventor calls a vacuum vibra-
tor, consisting of a vibrating con-
tact Inclgsaad In & vacuum tube which
wonderfully changes tha effects obtain-
ed in the circuit. Thia system Is much
more efficient In Its present crude de-
velopment for certaln purposes, such as
